DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7, 9-13, and 15-31 are allowed over the prior art of record as amended 
in the 05/27/2008 reply. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims in 
this application have been allowed because the prior art of record fails to disclose either 
singly or in combination the claimed device of a medicament cartridge for an injection 
device, the medicament cartridge including a tube having a lumen, a needle operatively 
associated with an end of the tube and having a piercing end extending into the lumen, 
a second stopper located within the lumen near the other end of the tube and moveable 
within the lumen, and a first stopper located within the lumen, covering the piercing end 
of the needle, and moveable within the lumen. 

The closest prior art of record is Hjertman (USPN5,549,561), however this 
reference does not disclose the device as claimed or described above. 

Regarding claims 1 , 17, 18 and 30, the closest prior art of record fails to teach 
among all the limitations or render obvious the needle assembly fixed within the hub 
and a first stopper located at a first position near the second end moveable within the 
lumen along the longitudinal axis, the first stopper with a proximal portion in sealing 
contact against the tube in the lumen and a distal portion protruding distally from the 
proximal portion and spaced from tube in the lumen, the distal portion being disposed 
within the medicament tube to be pierced by the piercing end of the needle and to be 
received within the hub when pierced by the piercing end of the needle; and a second

stopper within and against the tube in the lumen located at a second position near the 
first end moveable within the lumen along the longitudinal axis.
